Last  year,  when  the  yearbook  staff 
began  brainstorming  themes  for  the 
1991  Fortress,  we  decided  to  focus 
on  the  lighter  side  of  life  at 
Wartburg:  T-shirts  with  a  purpose.

Before  a  Homecoming 
crowd  of  5,500,  the 
Wartburg  football  team  de- 
feated arch-rival  Luther 
14-0. 

Darren  Bohlen  had  his 
season-high  carrying  the 
ball  31  times  for  189  yards 
and  two  touchdowns. 

"We  had  a  good  overall 
offensive  performance 
with  368  total  yards." 
Coach  Don  Canfleld  said. 

Offensively  the  Knights 
struggled  In  the  first  half 
but  came  alive  In  the  sec- 
ond half  to  score  two 
touchdowns. 

The  Knights  drove  deep 
Into  Luther  territory  only 
to  miss  a  32-yard  field 
goal.  Then  on  the  following 
play  freshman  Koby 
Krelnbrlng  recovered  a 
fumble  on  the  Luther  27, 
but  on  first  down  a 
Wartburg  pass  was  Inter- 
cepted. 

In  the  third  quarter  sen- 
ior Kyle  Krelnbrlng  re-

ther 36  that  set  up 
Wartburg's  first  score. 
Bohlen  was  given  the  ball 
and  scampered  around  the 
right  end  for  an  1 1  -yard 
touchdown.  Junior  Corey 
Halverson  added  the  extra 
point  for  a  7-0  lead. 

With  13:02  left  in  the 
game,  Bohlen  struck 
again,  rambling  50  yards 
for  the  second  touchdown. 
Halverson  made  the  extra 
point  to  put  the  Knights  up 
14-0. 

Luther  was  not  about  to 
give  up  as  Mike  Naslund 
returned  the  kick-off  to  the 
Wartburg  38.  The  drive 
was  stopped  on  the  next 
play  as  senior  Dwane  Bahe 
recovered  a  Luther  fumble. 

Late  in  the  fourth  quar- 


ter Luther  was  knocking 
on  the  door  again.  The  Lu- 
ther quarterback  dropped 
back  to  pass  but  junior 
Craig  Bode  forced  him  to 
throw  the  ball  into  the  end 
zone  where  Kyle  Kreln- 
brlng snatched  the  ball  out 
of  the  receiver's  hands  to 
secure  the  win. 

"Credit  the  Luther  de- 
fense for  holding  us  to  14 
points."  Canfleld  said. 

In  addition  to  Bohlen 's 
stats  sophomore  Mark  Kel- 
ly had  seven  carries  for  53 
yards  and  junior  Nick 
Smith  had  nine  carries  for 
36  yards. 

For  the  receivers,  senior 
Troy  Neil  had  two  catches 
for  23  yards,  sophomore 
Mike  Gabrlelson  had  two 
receptions  for  20  yards. 


senior  Chris  Boerm  had 
one  catch  for  1 9  yards,  and 
Eric  Wessels  had  two  re- 
ceptions for  18  yards. 

Sophomore  quarterback 
Andy  Ott  was  eight  of  18 
for  94  yards  passing. 

The  Wartburg  defense 
held  Luther  to  266  total 
yards,  160  yards  on  the 
ground,  and  106  yards  in 
the  air. 

Senior  Jerry  Wessels  led 
the  team  in  tackles  with 
11.  Kyle  Krelnbrlng  had 
one  of  his  best  games  with 
nine  tackles,  two  for  loss- 
es, and  one  interception. 
Junior  Kirk  Gross  had  sev- 
en tackles.  Bode  had  six 
stops  and  one  fumble  re- 
covery and  Bahe  had  five 
tackles,  two  fumble  recov- 
eries, and  one  sack.

Wartburg  College  held  its  eighth 
annual  blood  drive  in  October.  It  was 
a  big  event  across  campus  as  SHAC 
(Student  Health  Awareness  Commit- 
tee) worked  to  get  donors  for  their 
goal  of  185  units  of  blood. 

Prizes  were  offered  by  area  busi- 
nesses for  an  incentive  to  students 
to  come  to  the  P.E.  Complex  and  do- 
nate blood.  These  items  helped  urge 
students  into  giving  their  blood  to 
help  others.

Wartburg  and  the  Waverly  commu- 
nity said  farewell  to  Dr.  Dick  Walker: 
teacher,  coach,  and.  above  all.  friend. 

Coach  Walker  was  killed  as  a  result 
of  a  two-car  collision  on  Monday,  Sep- 
tember 10,  1990. 

The  "Walker- Wartburg"  connection 
began  In  1968,  the  year  Walker  be- 
came head  wrestling  coach,  assistant 
football  coach,  and  physical  education 
Instructor.  In  1979.  he  was  named 
chair  of  the  Physical  Education  De- 
partment, a  title  which  he  held  until 
his  death. 

During  his  years  as  wrestling  coach, 
his  teams'  dual  meet  record  speaks  for 
Itself:  180-93-4.  Walker's  teams  won 
Iowa  Conference  titles  four  different 
years.  In  1974,  1981.  and  1987.  Walk- 
er was  also  named  Iowa  Conference 
coach  of  the  the  year. 

Walker  was  active  in  both  Wartburg 
and  Waverly  clubs  and  organizations, 
but  his  love  of  students  and  his  love  of 
athletics  are  what  we  remember  him 
for.  His  commitment  to  produce  the 
best  possible  student/athlete  was  a 
tribute  to  the  man  who  touched  so 
many  lives  In  many  different  ways. 

Coach  Walker  will  be  sadly  missed 
by  all,  but  memories  of  him  will  con- 
tinue on.  The  Fortress  staff  would  like 
to  dedicate  this  page  to  Dr.  Walker  and 
to  those  memories.

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Three  team  and  four  individual 
records  were  broken  as  Wartburg's  foot- 
ball team  had  their  best  season  ever. 

The  Knights,  posting  a  9-1  record, 
broke  the  old  mark  of  eight  wins  in  a 
season. 

The  Knights  had  the  best  rushing  rec- 
ord also  with  2675  yards.  Their  new 
team  record  in  total  offense  is  3941. 

Tailback  Darren  Bohlen  set  a  single 
rushing  record  mark  of  1413  yards. 

Placekicker  Corey  Halverson  set  two 
individual  records:  most  points  after 
touchdown  in  a  season,  38  of  40,  and  in 
a  career, 74  of  82. 

The  most  interceptions  in  a  career  was 
given  to  Kyle  Kreinbring  who  had  20. 

Other  leaders  were  quarterback  Andy 
Ott,  who  completed  74  of  1 59  passes  for 
973  yards  and  five  touchdowns;  Bohlen 
in  total  offense  with  his  rushing  yardage; 
wide  receiver  Mike  Gabrielson,  who  had 
20  receptions  for  407  yards  and  two 
touchdowns  and  who  punted  43  times 
for  a  31.6  yard  average;  Kreinbring  in 
punt  returns  with  16  for  133  yards,  in- 
terceptions with  seven  for  100  yards, 
and  tackles  with  83;  Eric  Wessels  with 
10  kickoff  returns  for  235  yards  and  a 
touchdown;  and  fullback  Mark  Kelly  in 
scoring  with  90  points  on  15  touch- 
downs.

The  team  record  was  most  setting 
aces  in  a  season,  1038,  and  the  two 
individual  records  were  posted  by 
senior  Kim  Kelly,  most  attack  aces  in 
a  season,  323,  and  most  attack  at- 
tempts in  a  season,  781. 

Kelly's  performance  this  season 
earned  her  Most  Valuable  Player 
honors  in  the  Iowa  Conference.  Jun- 
ior Tina  Cook  was  a  second  team  all- 
conference  selection.  The  Knights 
finished  fourth  in  the  IIAC  with  11.5 
points,  based  on  a  point  formula  that 
includes  a  postseason  tournament 
as  well  as  regular  season  standings.

493.  Sophomore  Laura  Berkeland 
led  the  team  in  service  aces  with  52. 
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Interim  head  coach  Bob  Siddens 
saw  the  Wart:burg  wrestUng  team 
complete  a  successful  season  as  they 
were  ranked  as  high  as  16th  in  the 
Division  III  and  qualified  six  wres- 
tlers for  the  National  Meet. 

Knights  qualifying  for  the  national 
meet  were  freshman  Tom  Hogan  at 
150  lbs,  sophomore  Lance  Christen- 
son  at  158,  senior  Mike  Crawford  at 
167,  sophomore  Lyndon  Van  Raden 
at  177,  junior  Jon  Dawley  at  190, 
and  senior  Jerad  Kruse  at  heavy- 
weight.
